The active claims are 1 -20. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In line 9 of claim 1 , it is not clear which network it is referring to. Other 
independent and dependent claims have similar defect. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
House (USP 6,785,805) in view of Cline (USP 7,136,908). 

See at least the abstract, Figures 1 B, 2, 4-8 and the corresponding description in 
House. House teaches an online build-to-order system in which a customer is able to 
place a build-to-order for a network. The steps of receiving, identifying and packaging 
are inherent steps in a build-to-order system. As to the steps of establishing a 
communication link and transferring data, House teaches online configuration in line 41 
of column 16. The only difference is that House does not explicitly teach transferring 
data concerning service directory. Network service directory is well known in the art. 
Cline teaches transferring service directory from one network to another. See claims 1," 
12, 13 and 14 in Cline. If the ordered system requires service directory for configuration, 
it would have been obvious, from the teaching of Cline, to transfer service directory via 
network such that the purchased system is configured online. 
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Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-20 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
